MINOR / INTERMEDIATE PORTS - REVISION OF ANCHORAGE FEE IN RESPECT OF 
KAKINADA ANCHORAGE PORT AND RAWA PORT.

In exercise of the powers conferred by sub sections (1) and (2 ) of section 35 of the Indian 
Ports Act 1908 (Central Act XV of 1908 ) read with the provisions of the Indian Ports Andhra 
Pradesh Amendment Act 1968 (Act No. 18 of 1968 ) and in supersession of the Notification issued 
in GO .Ms.No.09 . Infrastructure & Investment (Ports . II ) Department, Dt. 12- 04 - 2012 and published 
in part - II of Andhra Pradesh Gazette / Extra -Ordinary. Dt. 18 -04 - 2012 issueNo.223 , the Governor 
ofAndhra Pradesh hereby directs that the fee for services rendered to vessels at Andhra Pradesh 
Ports as shown in Appendix to this notification shall be levied at the rates as specified in the 
Schedule below and that the said rates shall become payable after one month from the date of 
publication of this Notification in the Andhra Pradesh Gazette and in the District Gazette of East 
Godavari. 
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SCHEDULE 


Anchorage Fees 


A fee of Rs. 1250 / - (Rupees One thousand two hundred and fifty only ) per day (or ) part 
thereof for occupation of berth at the Anchorage wherever allotted by the Port authorities 
concerned shall be charged on vessels which entered and anchored within the port limits of 
Minor / Intermediate Ports of Andhra Pradesh ; 


Explanation 


1. "Day " means a day of 24 hours commencing at the hour at which the vessel arrived / 

anchored in the position given by the Port Officer. 


2 . The period of levy of " Anchorage Fee " shall commence from the time when the vessel 

Arrived / Anchored in the given place . If any shifting is necessary from the original place , 
no separate fee shall be levied from the time of her shifting to another place . 


3 . While Anchoring the vessels , the Master of the vessels shall be required to comply with 

the provisions of Andhra Pradesh Port Regulating the Berths, Stations, Anchorage and 
Anchoring Rules, 1977 , issued in the G . O .Ms.No.7 , TR & B ( PI) Department, 

Dt. 05. 01 . 1978 . 
4 . Any other types of vessels using the Anchorage area for other than Export / Import 

operations (i.e .) vessels in distress shall take prior permission from the Port Authorities 
and guided under rules referred to explanation - 3 above . 


5 . No Anchorage fee is leviable on the vessels which enter in to Port and leave within forty 

eight hours without discharging / taking any cargo /passengers . 


6 . No Anchorage fee is leviable on vessels which enter into a Port for the sale purpose or 

scrapping and or breaking. 


7 . No Anchorage fee is leviable on Foreign Fishing Vessels Apprehended by Coast 

Guard /Navy and brought in to the Port for interrogation or any vessel indulged in 
research work or any Naval Coast Guard Vessels .
